New York. Jan. 17.—Harry F. 
Gerguson, who has been a thorn In 
the side of immigration authorities 
for eight years under various royal 
aliases, was indicted 
Monday for 
entering the country illegally and 
giving false testimony before an in­ 
quiry board. 
The two indictments handed down 
by a federal grand jury contains a 
total of thirteen counts. 
The thirteen charges bear a total 
maximum penalty of fifty-five years’ 
imprisonment, if the defendant is 
tried and found guilty. 
The m in­ 
imum sentence under each count is 
one day, although a court may im­ 
pose a suspended sentence. 
Appearing on Broadway 
Gerguson. who of late 1ms called 
himself “Prince Michael Romanoff,” 
is at liberty under a $2,500 bond and 
was 
appearing 
on 
a 
Broadway 
theater stage at the moment the in­ 
dictments were handed down. 
He 
was arraigned today. 
The question of how he would 
plead was reported to have been 
discussed at a conference between 
Gerguson’s attorneys; Murray Gars- 
son, special assistant secretary of 
labor; George Z. Medalie, United 
States attorney, and W. B. Her- 
lunds, assistant United States a t­ 
torney. 
One indictment charges that Ger­ 
guson entered the country illegally 
en April 25, 1932, and again on De­ 
cember 22. 1932. 
The government 
contends that on the later occasion 
he crossed the Atlantic on the liner 
Europa. In the indictment he also 
is charged with eluding examina­ 
tion by immigration officials. 
False Swearing Alleged 
The second 
indictment 
accused 
him of ten counts of “false swear­ 
ing” 
before 
an 
inquiry board at 
Ellis Island 
in 
December. These 
charges were said to be based on 
his story he had entered the coun­ 
try th at month by way of Canada. 
The indictments prompted spec­ 
ulation again as to whether Gergu­ 
son will be able to attend the Beaux 
Arts ball to be held Friday night. 
When he was deported on May 5, 
1932, he promised to return in time 
for th at society function.

In Personnel; “Welcomes” 
Investigation. 
Passenger .Makes Flight 
One passenger

Harrisburg, Jan. 17 (API—Reach­ 
ing to all district offices, the prun­ 
ing shears of the highway depart­ 
ment are clipping several hundred 
jobs from the construction forces in 
the field. 
The governor’s 
office announced 
dismissal of 145 employes attached 
to the department. The dismissals 
include men from a number of 
coimites. 
Thirty-seven men were dropped 
from the Williamsport offices Sat­ 
urday, increasing the total dropped 
in that section to forty-five. 
The dismissals. Secretary Samuel 
S. Lewis said, are part of a state­ 
wide reorganization of the depart­ 
ment being carried into all twelve 
of the districts into which the cir­ 
cuit of the state is divided for con­ 
struction maintenance operations. 
The reduction in forces, Secretary 
Lewis continued, is immediate and 
will effect a cut of IOO or 200 em­ 
ployes, largely in the construction 
division. 
Of the thirty-seven dismissed on 
short notice at Williamsport, many 
were draughtsmen and engineers. 
The current staff numbers sixty. 
During the peak of construction In 
that district 200 persons were em ­ 
ployed in the office, including about 
IOO draughtsmen. 
Reflecting the general drive for 
economy in all divisions of the state 
government, the current reduction 
in the personnel of the highway 
departm ent comes at a time when 
legislative inquiry into ail highway 
department policies impends. 
The house has approved a reso­ 
lution offered for this purpose by 
Representative Frederic Peters, of 
Montgomery, and senate approval is 
expected early this week. 
Secretary Lewis said he would 
welcome an investigation.
